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Ohio Also Can Move Sideways 


Gov. DiSalle is such a clever hand at p ub­ 
lic relations that no one ever underestim ates 
him any more. 
His surp rise move in telling the General 
Assembly that it must choose between going 
forward or going backward this year—that it 
either must p ass a sp ending budget for p ro­ 
gress cr a stand-still budget for stagnation— 
m ay be a m aster stroke. 
But it might be a dud 
because even his 
standstill budget adds up to $2,245,624,000 and 
the go-forward budget is $150 million more. 
M embei s of the General Assembly, mindful 
of the shock their constituents will go into 
when they realize Ohio now is sp ending more 
than a billion a year for w’hat their governor 
calls an “ austerity p rogram ” will read the 
p olitical tea leavs cautiously. 
They will reject out of hand a choice be­ 
tween moving backward at the rate of $2,245,- 
624,000 in the up coming biemium, or moving 
forward by adding still another $150 million 
t<j that gargantuan total. 
They will be mindful of their p olitical op ­ 
tion of moving sideways, as well as moving 
forward, or being p ushed backward. And they 
will be mindful, too. of their op tion as tax­ 
p ayers, themselves, of wondering about the 
theory that government m ust cost more year 
by y ea r because money alone seems to rep ­ 
resent p rogress to p ublic sp enders. 
t)NE OF THE interesting p rop osals in the 
Eisenhower adm inistration’s final budget mes­ 
sage was a new dep artm ent of op erating effi­ 
ciency to show government how to make its 
aioney go further. This is one of the lively 
p ossibilities of state and local government im­ 
p rovement, too. 
There is no p oint of satiety in p ublic sp end­ 


ing. Government will sp end as much as it 
can ge* its hands on and still weep that it is 
being starved to death. As long as there is 
money in sight its minions will wheedle their 
constituents into asking for more handouts 
and benefits so the ever-rising cost of gov­ 
ernm ent can be justified. It is like dop e ad­ 
diction excep t there is no p enalty for p ed­ 
dling it. 


IF THE SAME sp ending mentalities took 
over p rivate enterp rise they would encourage 
all emp ’oyes 
to 
ask 
for 
across-the-board 
raises 
condemn all old buildings, demand 
new oi.es, p ad the p ayrolls and urge the 
customers to ask for more service at no in­ 
crease in p rice. Nothing would be too good 
for the big hap p y family. 
Private enterp rise would go broke under 
that kind of administration. It stays solvent 
because it makes do with what it has in 
sight, and by making do it generates the 
wealth that p ays for the cost of government. 
It is to be hop ed Gov. DiSalle will not call 
Ohioans niggardly if they insist that a billion 
dollars a year should cover every reasonable 
cost of state government, even if it means 
discouraging p eddlers of sp ending schemes, 
p erhap s including a few Ohio educators. 
There is no disgrace in moving sideways— 
not at the rate of better than a billion dollars 
a year.” The truth is there would be no dis­ 
grace in moving backward from the billion- 
dollar siyle to which Ohio government has 
become accustomed. Perhap s that’s why Gov. 
DiSalle is trying to do — keep from cutting 
down by making it ap p ear that anything 
but the limit would rep resent two and a quar­ 
ter billion dollars’ worth of austerity.

LOS ANGELES 
There ap p eared recently in The 
Wall Street Journal a letter from a 
young man 
who, in the recent 
p residential camp aign, found it dif­ 
ficult to find a means of working 
effectively in behalf of the Rep ub­ 
lican ticket. 
F irst he made a contact with 
the Rep ublican County Committee, 
which sent him to his local district 
organization. 
He found no means of serving 
there and then joined the Nixon- 
Lodge volunteers. But, after the 
election, he still wants to serve in 
some way as a volunteer and again 
he finds the regular Rep ublican 
p arty ineffective. 
His p roblem is a very common 
one. There are hundreds of thou­ 
sands like him. And his difficulty 
in finding it p ossible to work in the 
Rep ublcan ranks exp lains in large 
p art what is the m atter with the 
Rep ublican p arty over the nation, 
esp ecially in the larger cities. 
The fault does not lie either with 
such 
disap p ointed 
volunteers 
or 
with the duly constituted officers 
of the Rep ublican p arty organiza­ 
tions in the counties and commu­ 
nities. 
It is not easy for p oorly financed 
and struggling p arty organizations 
to use willing volunteers effective­ 
ly. 
They 
have 
no 
year-around 
working organizations such as are 
the rule in the Conservative p ar­ 
ty in England. Everybody is more 
or less a volunteer, with a living 
to make and little time to build

up the p arty at the p recinct and 
grassroots level. 


THE SOLUTION is an organiza­ 
tion that stands between the will­ 
ing volunteers and the legally con­ 
stituted p arty — an organization 
equip p ed to recruit, train, and use 
volunteer help . 
There is such an organization in 
Los Angeles County. It is called 
Rep ublican 
Associates. 
It 
was 
organized nearly 
10 years 
ago, 
when the idea was suggested to 
p ublic-sp irited Rep ublicans by the 
exp erience in Ohio in 19 50, when 
many such group s were formed to 
help re-elect Sen. Taft. 
In 19 50 in Ohio, the Rep ublican 
p arty had an outstanding candidate 
in Taft but a rather weak organi­ 
zation. 
On the ether hand, the 
Democrats had a mediocre candi­ 
date but the immensely p owerful 
auxiliary help of the p olitical agen­ 
cies of the labor unions. 
In a very few weks, in many 
cities of the state, an auxiliary 
force of Rep ublicans was created 
to offset the p ower of the labor 
organizations. It was effective and 
Taft won. 
The 
Los 
Angeles p eop le who 
founded the Rep ublican Associates 
were not creating a counterweight 
against labor. Rather, they were 
creating an auxiliary with volun­

Med al for Rickover

They’ve made the fuss the man 
deserves over Hyman G. Rickover. 
The U.S. Navy has given him its 
Distinguished Service Medal. As the 
successful champ ion of nuclear, 
p owered submarines, 
the 
sharp - 
tonged little adm iral now is in the 
hap p y sp ot where he can do no 
wrong. His critics have run for 
cover. 
Wouldn’t it be wonderful if the 
Navy — and the great U.S. govern­ 
ment, itself — were to honor Hy­ 
m an Rickover for an accomp lish­ 
m ent even greater than p ushing 
nuclear - p owered submarines p ast 
the diehards who would still p ro­ 
p el ship s with galley slaves if they 
had their way? 
In 
a recent sp eech, 
Rickover 
comp lained bitterly that even now 
two-thirds of his p ersonal time and 
the equally valuable time of the 10 
skilled men in his p roject still was 
being wasted by “ administrative 
en*ors” 
and 
an 
‘ avalanche 
of 
mem oranda descending from high­ 
er adm inistrative levels." 
This kind of horse-feathers al­ 
most licked Rickover when he was 
trying to build the Nautilus, the 
first atomic sub. There were other 
feathers involved in that situation, 
too — old-school-tie feathers, reli­ 
gious discrimination feathers and 
let’s-gang-up -ontheUttle 
so 
and- 
so feathers. The great accomp lish­ 
m ent of Hyman Rickover was to 
brush the feathers out of the way 
and keep going. 
He succeeded in sp ite of his su­ 
p eriors, who at one tim e were so 
vindictive they tried to force him 
into retirem ent to keep him from 
making them look bad. He did not 
p rove that a man with intelligence 
always can lick the system if he 
tries, 
he demonstrated that the 
system cannot always lick an in­ 
dividual who op p oses it. 
If he hadn’t been able to do that, 
there would have been no nuclear- 
p owered submarines, because no 
one else was fighting for them. 
Adm. Rickover will be rem embered 
for his technical accomp lishment, 


but like William Mitchell, who tgi- 
invented the dreadnaught w ith.aer­ 
ial bombs, his great battle was 
against the entrenched 
knuckle­ 
heads who were his sup eriors. 
There’s a curious thing about 
men like him. We admire them for 
having stormed the fortress of or. 
ganized ignorance that p rotects the 
status quo only when somebody 
else’s flag is flying over the fort­ 
ress. When they nttack our fort­ 
ress, we’re as quick to condemn 
them to outer darkness as anyone 
lse who challenges our p rejudices. 
Rickover is as eager to get rid 
of horse-and-buggy education as he 
was to get rid of sailing-ship men. 
talities in a 20th century navy. He 
is as anxious to release the brain­ 
p ower of others as he was to use 
his own when the Navy was p ush­ 
ing him around. 
But don’t bet he won’t be as 
hated by school teachers as he 
was hated by adm irals whose judg­ 
ment he affronted. 
And don’t bet that if he came up 
with another good idea for doing 
something in the U.S. Navy tomor­ 
row the adm irals wouldn’t lower 
the boom on him again, leaving his 
name off p romotion lists, giving 
him the brush-off in the Hap p y 
Hour and letting him know in 200 
ways that this world has short 
shrift for any so-and-so who would 
rather leave his name in history 
than the p rint of his tongue on an 
official boot. 
They gave Hyman Rickover a 
medal at Gorton for being the fath­ 
er of nuclear-p owered submarines. 
How about three cheers from the 
rest of us for being the modern 
mismanagement that stifles initia­ 
tive and thwarts the intelligence of 
p eop le who would do something if 
they knew how to win the war with 
the knuckleheads.

ization in financs, in organizing

It conducts schools for volunteers 
conducts p ublicity institutes and 
camp aign clinics for candidates, 
and establishes wide contacts with 
college students and other young 
p eop le who want to be effective in 
p olitics. 


In short, it is a service institu­ 
tion to help , not sup p lant, the p ar­ 
ty and its candidates. Over the 
years it has established a fine 
working 
arrangem ent 
with 
the 
p arty itself. 


P arty organizations need such 
auxiliaries. Rep ttb’ican Associates 
could be created everywhere, es- 
sp ecially in large urban counties. 
Since the Rep ublican National 
in Washington declared its inten­ 
tion to carry on vigorously to win 
the congressional eiections in 19 62, 
it might well study the Los An­ 
geles p lan and p romote such auxil­ 
iary organizations. 


The p arallel is in the Democratic 
p arty. That p arty in at least 200 
congressional 
districts 
virtually 
turns over the job of electing House 
members to the AFL-CIO COPE. 
Unless the Rep ulican p arty can 
create such a means of harnessing 
the energies of the thousands who 
find it difficult to work in the p ar­ 
ty itself, it is doomed in 19 62 to

President Eisenhower’s farewell 
address to the nation and the world 
is a masterful exp ression of Ameri­ 
can p urp ose.

Here sp eaks a man who has sp ent 
eight years struggling with 
the 
p ressures of various group s. He 
w arns esp ecially against a “ mili­ 
tary-industrial comp lex” and the 
danger of develop ing a ‘•scientific- 
technological elite” with too much 
influence on p ublic p olicy. 
The central theme of the sp eech 
could p erhap s best be described as 
a call for balance, as op p osed to 
erratic digressions in 
behalf of 
goals that seem desirable but must 
be viewed in p ersp ective. 
He says: “Crises there will con 
tinue to be. In meeting 
t h e m , 
whether foreign or domestic, great 
or small, 
there 
is 
a 
recurring 
tem p tation to feel that some sp ec­ 
tacular and costly action could be­ 
come the miraculous solution to 
all current difficulties A huge in­ 
crease in newer elements of our 
defense; 
devlop ment 
of unralis- 
tic p rogram s to cure every ill in 
basic and ap p lied research —these 
and many other p ossibilities, each 
p ossibly p romising in itself, may 
be suggested as the only way to 
the road we wish to travel. 
"But 
each 
p rop osal 
must 
be 
weighed in the light of a broader 
consideration; The need to main­ 
tain balance in and among nation­ 
al p rogram s — balance between 
the p rivate and the p ublic economy, 
balance between cost and hop ed- 
for advantage — balance between 
the clearly necessary and the com­ 
fortably desirable: balance between 
our essential requirem ets as a na­ 
tion and the duties imp osed by 
the nation up on the individual; bal­ 
ance between actions of the mo­ 
ment and the national welfare of 
the future. 
“Good judgment seeks balance 
and p rogress; lack of it eventually 
finds 
imbalance 
and 
frustra­ 
tion. . . 
“ Another factor in maintaining 
balance involves the element of 
t me. As we p eer into society’s fu­ 
ture. we — you and I, and our 
government — must avoid the im­ 
p ulse to live only for today, p lun­ 
dering, for our own ease and con­ 
venience the p recious resources of 
tomorrow. We cannot mortgage the 
m aterial assets of our grandchil­ 
dren without risking the loss also 
of their p olitical and sp iritual her­ 
itage.” 


These are words of wisdom which 
will be read and reread in the years 
to come hy many a p resident of 
the United States for they urge a 
disp assionate examination of so- 
called “ welfare” p rop osals and a 
realistic decision as to what can 
or cannot be afforded and to u'hat 
p rojects p riority must be given, 
irresp ective of p ressure group s or 
p olitical demagoguery. 
Mr. Eisenhower is a military 
man and yet some p assages in his 
farewell address might well have 
been uitered by some of the civil­ 
ian critics of excessive arm am ent 
in the p ast. 
He intimates that a vested inter­ 
est is growing up around the de­ 
fense p rograms. More than 3 Vi mil­ 
lion men and women, he p oints 
out, are directly engaged in the de* 
fense establishment, and the gov­ 
ernm ent now sp ends annually on 
military security “ more than the 
net income of all United States cor­ 
p orations.” 
He adds: “This conjunction of 
an immense military establishment 
and a large arm s industry is new 
in the American exp erience. The 
total influence — economic, p oliti­ 
cal, even sp iritual — is felt in ev­ 
ery city, every state house, every 
office of the federal government. 
“ We recognize the 
imp erative 
need for this develop ment. Yet we 
must not fail to comp rehend its 
grave imp lications. Our toil, re­ 
sources and livelihood are all in­ 
volved: so is the very structure of 
oui* society. 
“In the councils of government, 
we must guard against the acquisi­ 
tion 
of 
unwarranted 
influence, 
whether sought or unsought, by 
the military-industrial comp lex. 
“The p otential for the disastrous 
risk of misp laced p ower exists and 
will p ersist. We must never let the 
weight of this combination endan­ 
ger our liberties or democratic 
p rocesses.” 
One wonders to what extent these 
thoughts were p romp ted by the 
overemp hasis given the “missile 
gap ” in the p ublic p rints and the 
effort of some members of Congres 
to make p olitical cap ital out of the 
defense p roblem and foreign p o'icy 
Desp ite the skep tics, Mr. Eisen- 
hwer reiterates: “ America is to­ 
day the strongest, the most influen­ 
tial and most p roductive nation .n 
the world.” 
The outgoing President does not 
say all is rosy He exp resses dis­ 
ap p ointment that p rogress on dis­ 
arm am ent has not been 
greater 
He sp eaks of the tragedy of war 
as a military man who has wit­ 
nessed its horrors 
He concludes wistfully: “ I wish I 
could say tonight that a lasting 
p eace is in sight Hap p ily. I can 
say that war has been avoided 
Steady p rogress toward our ulti­ 
mate goal has been made But, so 
much rem ains to be done!

chased during the period for which 
the return is filed. 
The fact that the vendor may not 
have held a vendor’s license for 
the full period from July I to Dec.
